mtering them on his official accounts. 


The warrant upon 
which he was 


•aken into custody was signed by Mayor 
Uclntire and was served by City Ma^JJ 
hal Entwistle in persou, at half pasi. 
even o'clock. Moore was found at his 
lonie on Porter street. He accompanied 
he marshal to the police station, where 
je was joined by his counsel, William 


Marvin. 
Former Alderman Hurry B. Yeaton 


and Dr. F. S. Towle were sent for by 
Moore, who desired them to furnish 
his bail 
This they agreed to do. 


The formal arraignment took place 


about nine o'clock before Judge Samuel 
W. Emery of the police court, at hia 
residence on Maplewpod avenue. Thin 
suited the judge's convenience better 
;ban obliging him to come over to the 
police station. 


Moore was accompanied by Marshal 


Eatwistie, Lawyer Marvin, City Solici- 
tor S, Peter Emery, Mr. Yeatou and 
Dr. Towle. Ha pleaded not guilty and 
was held in the sum of 3-100 until this 
(Friday) morning at ten o'clock, to 
be 
given a 
hearing at the police 


station. Bonds were guaranteed, and 
then the party came back.

It will be a curious sight to the tene- 


uieiit dwellers about lower Division 
street when the Mnlkins are evicted 
ou Saturday. 


XeiKbbors will gather to see the mis- 


erable household goods of the unhappy 
family put upon the street. Six little 
MalUins will stand about the dingy 
bedding and the -cracked stove, as sol- 
diers rally about their tattered colors, 
wondering why they are not allowed 
to live in houses like other people. 


And a pallid inau and woman, with 


the furrows of sorrow on their faces, 
will look across the bundles comprising 
all they own in the world, across the 
six tousled heads of their children and 
into each other's eyes, seeking there 
the trust and pity which their fellows 
have denied them. 


There is another little ilalkin, the 


seventh, but be is comparatively well 
off. 
He is in Beth Israel hospital with 


OG square inches of skin burned from 
his back. But he has bread and but- 
ter and cake and pie, and he has at 
least tlie pity of the doctors and kind 
words from the nurses. 


He is at a careless age, this little 


Mnlkin, and he was the innocent cause 
of the undoing of his father, Louis H. 
Malkin, who lives -with the rest of his 
family in three miserable rooms at 
123 Division street Louis Malkin was 
a hardworking carter up to the last of 
February. He was sober, respectable, 
industrious and- energetic. His -wife 
and family of seven stair stepping 
children' were well c'ared topi . 


On the evening of Feb. 11 the third 


child, a boy of 8, went down into the 
dark tenement cellar to get, a bucket 
of coal. He took a candle, and in some 
manner bis coat was ignited. He ran 
shrieking up stairs^ where he fell un- 
conscious on the floor. His back was 
terribly burned from his shoulders to 
his hips. 


He was taken to Beth Israel hospi- 


tal, where for a time it was thought 
he would die. His father was called 
upon to supply cuticle for the boy's 
back. Twenty^two inches of skin from 
Mr. Malkin's right leg disabled him 
for work. 
; 


He lost his position, lost his credit, 


lost all .but hope. ,He. pawned every 
tiling he could pawn. The heroic fa- 
ther, still lame from the awful, skin 
stripping he had endured, .was called 
upon by the Beth Israel doctors for a 
similar graft from his left leg. 


He leaned wearily against a table in 


bis home—a pale apparition of hard 
luck—and talked about it. 
Six chil- 


dren, gaunt starvelings of the street, 
gazed at him \ritli querulous eyes. 


The mother, with the Hues of despair 


m her' face, heaved and toiled despair- 
ingly over a.; washtub! 
A neighbor 


through charity had sent in some 
:wasuing whica must be finished by 
nightfall. 
: 


And so she went, scrub, scrub, scrub, 


while her'husband made ready for the 
hospital, while her children wailed or 
slept. 


''I cannot work anyway, I am so 


lame fro.m the other operation. .But if 
I don't go'to the hospital and submit 
to another .grafting: this afternoon the 
boy will die, I cannot bear that. I 
suppose that God will take care of us." 
Then, lowering his voice: "We will bo 
ptit out Saturday, I guess, bvtt they 
can't do any :;tuore ji'h'im 'starve us to 
death. 
The poor mother can't take 


care of them allalone." 


Scrub, scrub, 'scrub! The woman's 


ears had bfcen open. She was crying 
now, and she bent her back to her 
burden with the energy of despair. 


"After I have recovered from the 


operation of today," Mr. Malkin con- 
tinued, "they are going to take another 
grafting,of; 22 inches from niy back. 
God knows what will become of us." 


Scrub, scrub, scrub, went the arms 


monotonously. 
Then suddenly, with, 


white averted face, .the woman walked 
suddenly past aud cast herself face 
downward on the bed in the next room. 


"Poor woman," said the stricken man 


wearily. 
"Excuse me, now. She is 


broken hearted, and I must go and 
comfort her." 


And so it has fallen out that the 


tenement dwellers of Division street 
will be treated to a curious but not 
unusual sight ou Saturday.

Payment by the principal of part of 


the contract price is a ratification of 
tho agent's act in making the contract. 
(4G Atl. Rep., 306.) 


Where a person procures another to 


write a letter for him be Is presumed 
to know Its contents whether he did 
or not when the person to whom It Is 
sent acted upon it. (32 N. W. Rep., 
755.) 


A contract may be enforced against 


one person shown to have been the 
real principal, although It purports to 
be the individual contract of the agent 
br whom it was made. (101 Fed. Rep., 


591.) 


It Is immaterial whether a contract 


was authorized prior to its execution 
or subsequently ratified. If a contract- 
Ing party could authorize It in the first 
instance, he could ratify it subsequent- 
ly. (86 Ills. App. Ct Rep., 216.) 


The burden is upon him who seeks 


to avail himself of the acts of an agent, 
in order to charge the principal, to 
prove the authority under which tbe 
agent acted, to establish the agency 
and the extent of same. (13 P. S. Ct.

tial parry traveled acro?^ the cotton 
belt yeMerday from Memphis almost to 
the gulf o£ Mexico. 
Down the low 


lying, rich Yazoo valley, fertile as that 
of the Nik-, it went to Yieksburg. teem- 
ing with Its memories of war times. 
thence east to Jackson, the capital of 
Mississippi, and from there down into 
the land of the magnolia and orange to 
the old rownrtic city near the mouth of 
the Mississippi, with its traditions of 
French aad Spanish rule. 


The outpourings of the people to aee 


the presidential train along the route 
yesterday were larger if anything than 
oil the two previous days, and the dem- 
onstrations in Vieksburg and Jackson. 
the two principal stops, were striking. 
The visit to Vieksburg was in several 
respects the most interesting yet made. 
Here a triumphal arch of cotton bales, 
with the magic word 
"Expansion," 


pointed, out to the president as lie 
passed under it the path of the new 
south. 


Although it had not been intended to 


make any stops after leaving Jackson, 
the train was halted at several of the 
smaller towns where cotton mills are 
in operation to permit the president to 
see aivl speak 1o the operatives. In 
several of .the stations the crowds actu- 
ally impeded the progress of the train, 
and the engineer was obliged to slow- 
down to avoid danger of rumvinc; over 
euthnsiaslic persons. As the sun was 
lowering the train crossed the bayous, 
with their tangles of moss covered cy- 
press and light oaks and. skirting 
Lake Pontchnrtrniu. steamed into New 
Orleans. 
This is the first time Now 


. Orleans has e'\er had a visit from the 


chief magistrate of the nation, and it 
was a royal reception that the old city 
extended to President llclvinloy. 


Mr. McKiuIey himself has been here. 


He made a speech here the year pre- 
ceding his nomination for the presiden- 
cy, and former President Cleveland 
was here upon one occasion in the in- 
terim between his two terms, but never 
before has a president while in office 
visited tb,e Crescent City. The air was 
filled with the blare of bands, the 
booming of cannon and the scream of 
whistles from the harbor craft as the 
train drew into the station. 


Greeted hj- Governor Heard. 


Here the president ami his party 


were greeted by Governor Heard, May- 
or Capdeville, Senators Mt-Encry antl 
Foster, the entire Louisiana congress 
delegation, the city council and repre- 
sentatives of the vavious commercial 
exchanges. While the maror was form- 
ally extending 1he IIOM iiolity of the 
city to the president a fine military 
band was drowning -his words with 
New Orleans' favorite air, "Louisiana 
Lou."

to the presidential party. Outside the 
governor's staff, resplendent in gold 
lace and mounted on plunging chargers, 
awaited the presidential party. 


The crowd around the station was so 


dense that it* required the heroic ef- 
forts of the police to keep the path to 
the carriage clear. A big military pa- 
rade, consisting of the Louisiana cav- 
alry troop, the Washington artillery 
and all the militia from this end of the 
state, escorted the party along Camp 
and Canal streets to the new St. 
Charles hotel. 


The city was liberally bnt not luvish- 


ly adorned with the national eolots. 
Never, except in Ma.nl! Oras times. 
were the streets so choked and j;u:inir<l 
with surging 
humanity. The 
iron 


wrought galleries which embroider the 
fronts of the bnildin.es hero with their 
fine traceries fairly groaned under then 
burdens of human freight. The feature 
of the crowd was the many handsome 
women who watched the procession 
from the windows and galleries.
